I had all mv senses 
then, but my eyes were always 
live. 1 was three years old, when my 
parents remo ve d fee B e aton. The 
next year, 1 was sent to a Si 
which was opened for little children. 
My teacher was Miss Billings. 1 be- 
longed to this school till I was seven 
years old, but l had been .-.bsent. a 
■eat deal on account, of my eyes. I 
learned to read and spell little words 
also a little arithriti 

In a lew weeks after my seventh 
birthday, 1 took a heavy cold which 
caused my eves to beoome, worse than 
ever and also made me deaf. Then 
I was kept away from school again 
until one day in July, on which there 
v.astobean exhibition and then six 
weeks vacation. 1 was BO anxious lo 
go t(i school that day that my teach- 
er promised me she would have me 
OOme, but not use any book. 

When the day came, I went to 
school and took my seat in my class 
g# Other little girls; they were all 
glad lo see me there, but when 
my teacher saw how very weak my 
era, she thought it would not 
do for me to slay at school, so she 

bade me ^o*) bye lor the vacation, 

and told me 1 must go homo. I lov- 
ed to go to school, I loved my teacher, 
and slie was always kind and good to 
me. 1 hoped to go back to sobool 
a the fall, but this was the UtSl 
lime I ever saw the school-room or 
my kind teacher's face. During the 
summer wo moved to Cambridge. 

We had a pleasant nome. Our 
home wag surrounded by a neal 
garden tilled with pretty trees and 
Uower;-. 1 took much delight in tho 
garden and played pleasantly with tnv 
little friends all day long, but the 
thought oL' my happy school and kiud 
teacher were forever present to my 
heart. 1 thought sometimes I would 
give the world to go buck to school 
again. 

During all this time I was under 
S new doctor's care, who said my 
eyes were very bad and must be. taken 
great care of , but. he said they would 
get better after a while, and told my 
parents to bo patient with me. At 
the end of the year my parents decid- 
ed to remove back lo Boston to a 
street very near the school 1 used to 

go to, I was delighted at. this, I 
thought the doctor would soon (aire 
me and that I would bo able to go 
hack to school again, but my sight 
and bearing were failing fast. Soon 
after we came back to Boston, I was 

uken to see the doctor. He opened 

ES and huiked carefully at them 
and held something in my ears for a 
raomeUt ; then he turned towards, 
my mother and said, " do you expect 
llits child to see ?" "You ought to 
know best," answered mother ; "you 
told me she win) Id get belter, and to 
be patient With her." "I have done 
all I could for her," said the doctor, 
"but 1 see now that neither 1 nor 
any ono else can cure her." Then 
my mother Cried, and said With tears, 
"this child's father would give all be 

earned to have hex cured." "If you 

were richer than any one on earth, 
you could have nothing done for her,'' 
said slie doctor, "but, if she is good, 
she will one day have a brighter 
light." 1 was loo deaf to hear the 
doctor's words that day, but when we 

gal home and mother told "the sad 

iiMvs to the family, i noticed how sad 

ilv\ all looked, olid wondered what 

was. In a short, time after 

this 1 became entirely blind and deaf. 

i a very long tune before any- 
body WAS able to speak to me. My 
greatest pleasure was to sew and 

play with my doll. I loved to sew, 
but I was not allowed to do BO when 
I could see; but When mv parents 

found that my ayes could nc 

cured, they let DM sew as much as 1 
I to. 1 made dresses and 

bonnets for my dolls and many things 

than many seeing children 
could do ; but. when 1 grew tired of 
this and could find no other amuse 

I used to sit down I'n jj 

and lonely. 1 had not. forgot. on Ood, 

bal 1 had not learned the story of 

our beloved Saviour, who died for us, 

so I knew not how lo endure ni\ 

nietiiues 1 used to think 

.he happy days which I had 

Spent in school, and all the smiling 

and beautiful tin i seen 

and loved so well. 1 had always 



loved to see the moon and stars. I 
used to think they were oulv little 
objects as large as they looked, and 
that Cod laid them out on the sky at 
night to give light to ns and took 
them in in the morning and put oul 
the sun. 1 was too young, when 1 
see, to learn about the earth and could 
heavenly bodies. It was 
thought to me that all those beautiful 
things had 

1 always hoped and prayed 
God would restore my sight and bear- 
ing to me. but day after day would 
pass, and still I "remained atone in 
darkness without knowing the friends 
who were about, me, and sometimes 1 
did not even know my own parents 
and sisters and brothers from strang- 
ers. $nt when a long and lonely year 
and a hair had passed, all my sorrows 
i turned into joy. 

One day, as 1 was sitting quietly in 
a room, a lady came anil took me 
gently by the hand, led me across the 
room, and put my hand into the hand 

of another lady. This was Kfag E 

and her friend Miss B . nttM 

E— — was a friend to a lady who liv- 
ed in the same house with i a a few 

mom hs ago. Miss K , calling on 

ker friend one day, and nut finding 
her at home, stopped at our door to 
leave a message with my mother. She 
happened to see me sitting quietly in 
the room while the other children 
were playing merrily about. When 
she learned that, I was blind and 
deaf, she kindly shook hands with 
mo. I supposed her to be ono of our 
own friends. 

In a few months after this she 

spoke to her friend Miss B about 

mo ; then Miss B decided to see 

mo, and to try to teach me to talk 
with my fingers. She had taught 
other deaf-mutes to talk with their 
ingelrg fa very little) before she knew 
1 Bad almost lost my speech 
and a great many people sold Miss 
B I would be sure to lose it, entire- 
ly. I still remembered most of the 
alphabet, and some little words which 

I had learned to spell. Miss B 

cut large letters out of card which 
I could easily feel. She put it in 
my hand and' lot me feel it ; then she 
put it *]o\\ lade the sign on my 
lingers, then gave me another letter 
and did the same. 1 took no 
uotice of the movements of my fing- 
ers till Miss B had done this 

d times. Then I noticed that 
she was moving my fingers every lime 
she gave me a letter, and moving them 

in a different way as she gave me a 
different letter ; then I soon under- 
stood thai, she was trying to make me 
make letters with my fingers, but I 
little knew what it was for. I learn- 
ed the letters in four lessons, then Miss 

B used to spell little words to me 

and make me pronounce them with 
my lips. Then all inv family aiidjmany 
friends began to learn to talk to me, 

then I understood why Miss B 

had taught me to make letters with 
my fingers. Then in a ksshe 



be obliged to go among people 
who cannot understand their signs ; 
what would they do then ? But if 
they learn to talk and read with 
their lips they will be able to talk 
with every body they meet. Their 
good teachers take much trouble in 
trying to teach them, and they ought 
to be thankful and do their best to 
learn. There were many things 
which I though!, hard at first, but I 
was always ready lo try, and there is 
nothing (no one of the hard things 
referred to) as remembered, that I 
have failed to learn. 

Miss B taught me a good deal 

of geography, so I understand about 
the earth and heavenly bodies now. 
And she also taught me to knit many 
things, and I have become very useful 
to my friends. Last year, she taught 
me to tell the time, and.now I am able 
to tell by feeling the hands of any kind 
of clock or watch. 

I tn nght my sister and several 
friends to knit. I write letters to 
friends and friends write to me. I 
little thought, when 1 first became 
blind and deaf that I would ever l>e- 
and interest to others. 
Miss B. has taught mo every thing 
that is necessary for mo to know. 
She still visits me as often as she can. 
I fool very thankful that God has 
spared her to mc so many years. I 
hope and pray that ho may bless her 
and spare her to me for my life, but 
if il. should be. his will to take her 
lirst, I trust that 1 can learn to endure 
her loss through his dear son Jesus, 
whom she taught mo to know and 
for through him 1 have learned 
to endure many heavy trials and 
Now I am contented to bo 
blind and deaf for my life if it 
please Ood, for I understand that 
lie made me so for some good pur- 
pose, and if I am good he will in an- 
other world open my eyes to scenes 
far more beautiful than what are in 
this world 

I must end mv story now, hoping 
that it, may be of interest and help to 
deaf innies.

Now that the deaf-motet are agitat- 
ing the Female Seminary question, 
would it not be well to nee if there 
is not something else (DO -sary 

to the proper education of deaf-mute 
females. We Bay proper, because a 
" higher education " is not at all tirueb 
the proper end to be aimed at. 

The deaf-mute girls, like the deaf- 
mute boys, are instructed in different 
kinds of work at the various institu- 
tions, as an adjunct to the general 
school instruction. But the advan- 
tages afforded them for a thorough 
preparation for the duties which will 
be required of them in after life, are 
not so complete as in the cane of the 
boys. True, the girls learn houne- 
keeping and sewing, as well as iron- 
ing, in some of the institutions if 
not in all ; but the most necessary of 
household knowledge, that of cooking, 
is, with a single exception, totally 
ignored in Institutions for the deal 
and dumb. 

No one can be insensible to the great 
advantage to deaf-mute girls of being 
theoretically and practically conversant 
with the details of cooking. Their 
lives at the institutions prevent them 
from obtaining that home instruction 
which is generally afforded to girls 
who hear. They have no opportuni- 
ties for practice in this direction ex- 
cept during the vacations, and all 
know that they are seldom required 
to do any work at such times by their 
parents, who seem to think vacation 
means a period of rest or an interval of 
time to be devoted only to pleasure. 

Being thus situated, what a boon 
it would be if the deaf-mute school 
girls could be instructed in this most 
valuable branch of household bcu 
What can be more desirable? What 
other acquisition can be of so much 
value to them in after life? It 
would not cost a great deal to have a 
room fitted np in each deaf mut' 
stitution, where a class could he daily 
instructed. It would require but lit 
tie extra expense when once started. 

At the Fourth Conference of 
cipals. held at Northampton, Mass., 
last year, Mrs. Helen Campbell pre 
sented a paper, entitled "A Word for 
a New Industry," in which she urged 
the vit*J importance of a knowledge 
ot cooking to the female pupils of 
f-mute schools. i taught 

a class of ten girls with 

the North Carolina Institution, and 
had succeeded in making them no 
ficient that within tbi us "the 

class prepared the greater part ot a 
supper for the trustees, the delicate 
quality of which was the best an- 
swer to any doubt that may still have 
lingered as to the effLe*cy of tije new 
system." It wou;d be a credit to 
other institutions if they would follow 
the good example set by the North 
Carolina Institution, and would, we 
assured A result* 

that woold amply repay tbefl for any 
trouble and expense which the adop- 
tion of such a system would entail.

What ol u Female Seninary. 

So far, all the advocate of a Deaf- 
Mute Ladies Seminary are either mar- 
ried persons or too far advanced in 
age to be considered fit subjects for 
any establishment, of the kind. That 
a Seminary will be secured in the near 
future is highly improbable. All that 
has been said in favor of the project 
is mere talk which amounts to nothing 
without actions. If our deaf-mute 
ladiefe do need a Seminary, where is 
the requisite number to "sign their 
names and petition Congress — a num- 
ber that should nol, fall short of GOT 
They are yet, to come. It is all non- 
sense to keep alive the subject without 
first having secured a fair list of 
names of those who would and could 
attend, in the event the Seminary 
turns out, an accomplished fact Con- 
gresa would not be so unwise as to 
erect a public building and keep it 
running for the sake of a limited num- 
ber of females. 

It is more than probable that not a 
n young ladies could be induced 
to attend a Seminary, for a combina- 
tion of reasons. For the greater por- 
tion of the young ladies now pursuing 
a coarse of study at our various State 
Institutions are waiting with painful 
anxiety for the day to come when they 
will forever lay aside their school 
books. Very few of them would give 
the subject of going to a Seminary a 
moment's consideration. And then to 
see their grown brothers and sisters 
recommending the erection of a school 
they don't care for 1 

Another fact in connection with 
the subject that calls for some con- 
sideration is. What good would a Sem- 
inary do our girls t It is claimed by 
some that a liberal education would 
make deaf-mute ladies " better wives 
and housekeepers and more intelligent 
and sociable members of society." 
Rut how ? Most assuredly book learn- 
ing in itself does not make a yonng 
lady a better housekeeper and mem- 
ber of society than home training. 
If the mother is a sensible one, she 
teaches her daughter all about cook- 
ing, housekeeping, nursing, etc. She 
also lias the intellectual and moral 
other child to look after. 
Thus home training makes our young 
IS the kind of members of society 
should be. If it, can be said 
with truth that the college education 
of those who are graduates of the 
National Deaf Mute College has made 
them "belter men and members of 
society, " we might not feel inclined to 
dispute the claims of a Seminary 
education for our girls. But it is la- 
mentably truetliaf viost of the gradu- 
ates of our National College would 
have been "better men "if they were 
not what they an-. How many of them 
an not afflicted with the disease of 
eoneeitediiess and consequent disin 
clination to a Freely with their 

died brethren T Very few. Show 

us one single instance of a deaf mute 
college graduate who has labored dis- 
interestedly for the cause of the deaf 
a&d dumb.

The story of Latum Bridgmsn is 
known in nil Christian lands.
